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Porn floods air waves

The Canadian Radio- 
Television Telecommunications 
Commission (CRTQ has fallen 
down on the job, according to 
Lynn McDonald, National 
Democratic Party M.P. and 
Justice Critic. 

The Toronto M.P. sponsored 
a private members bill in Parlia- 
ment last March to amend the 
Broadcasting bill that governs 
the CRTC and give women the 
same protections accorded to 
religious and racial minorities. 

"The Broadcasting bill has to 
do this because the CRTC has 
declined to extend their own 
regulations on 
abusive por- 
trayal on the 
basis of race, 
religion or 
creed. The 
abusive por- 
trayal of women 
is quite legal," j 
said McDonald. H 
Current ^' 
obscenity laws z 
are mild and the g 
language is ar- o 
chaic, said 5 
McDonald .

Although . I 
violence against | 
women in por- !«* 
nography has in-, 
creased dramatically, this does 
not legally constitute obscenity. 

The amendment itself is mild, 
said McDonald. It includes the 
protection of women in the 
Broadcasting Act by adding 
provisions barring "abusive 
portrayal on the basis of sex." 
Violence against women is not 
mentioned. 

"In order to give this objec- 
tive clout, you have to go 
beyond that by making it a con- 
dition of license. The network 
or station undertakes not to 
«gage in pornographic broad- 
casting and to say that if this is 
violated, it would mean the 

revocation of their license," she 
said. 

"Networks and stations are a 
bit sensitive on the issue of 
racial and religious minorities in 
broadcasting. You do see abuse 
?f women," she added. "That 
«an indication that such provi- 
ens do have impact." 



McDonald said public op- 
position to the proposed 
amendment has been limited to 
those "who say men have a 
right to see what they want to 
see." 

All three federal parties 
unanimously agreed to send it 
to committee for study. 

McDonald blamed the CRTC 
for making it possible for sta- 
tions to broadcast severely 
violent pornography from the 
United States. "They were 
warned by responsible and 
knowledgeable people that there 
was. a strong possiblity it would 
brought to Canada." 

McDonald 
and other 
M.P.'s saw 
scenes from por- 
nographic films 
that showed 
•'rapes, 
beatings, whipp- 
ings, and very 
bloody mutila- 
tions of women. 
The woman is 
always subject. 
She is nude, 
stripped bare 
and beaten, 
raped and cut 
up. I mean that 
quite literally." 

Evidence has shown the links 
between pornography and 
violence against women. 
"There are reports from 
shelters for battered women of 
instances of women being forc- 
ed to re-enact pornographic 
scenes. One in ten Canadian 
wives are beaten. 

"The general reaction was 
that it was much worse than 
people had imagined," 
McDonald said. "This is a great 
hypocrisy. You can't imagine 
society permitting it if it were 
against members of racial or 
religious minorities. 

"Pornography is an issue of 
equality for women. Women 
want to be equal members of 
society. Women cannot be 
equals if they are portrayed as 
pitiful objects," McDonald 
concluded. 

McDonald spoke to 25 people 
in Chancellor Day Hall yester- 
d a y .

René Lévesque's recently pro- 
posed program to create a job 
corps for welfare recipients less 
than thirty years old has 
generated controversy. 

Many social action groups 
have criticised the Lcvésque 
recovery plan for its insensitivi- 
ty to the needs of the 
unemployed. They said the plan 
was proposed for political, 
rather than social, reasons. 

Ana Ruiz is the head of Pro- 
ject 149, a self-help project 
created by the NDG-bascd 
Head & Hands community 
health clinic. Project 149 will 
operate a service centre for the 
newly unemployed whose 
numbers have recently increas- 
ed. The project's services in- 
clude an emergency food depot 
and the publication of a self- 
help manual. 

Ruiz said, "this (Lcvésque's) 
programme is not practical." 
She sees a large disparity bet- 
ween the $250 which will be 
received by participants "for 
volunteer work" and the $490 
received by welfare recipients in 
the ovcr-30 age category. 

Participants in Levésque's 
proposed job corps would carry 
out community work and social 
welfare projects in exchange for 
an extra hundred dollars a 
month. Currently, welfare reci- 
pients under thirty years old 
receive $149 a month. 

Critics of the welfare pro- 
gramme said current welfare 
payments are not enough to IK'S 
on as average rents in Montreal 
exceed the average welfare pay- 
ment. 

The job corps is not a new 
idea, according to Pete 



Whecland of ANEQ (l'Associa- 
tion Nationale des Etudiants-es 
du Québec). 

Wheeland said the idea 
originated with the 1976 plat- 
form of the Parti Québécois 
promising free university educa- 
tion. 

According to the original 
plan, students would have been 
required to enter a compulsory 
job corps after receiving a state- 
subsidised education. That 
plan, applying only to bursary 
students, Wheeland called 
"basically, class 
discrimination." 

Wheeland said the plan 
would create a cheap pool of 
labour which could lead to ex- 
ploitation of those involved. 

"It (the plan) is geared to get- 
ting (the unemployed) off the 
street, keeping them busy, mak- 
ing them invisible." 



Wheeland believes the plan is 
only a temporary stop-gap 
measure which will force its par- 
ticipants back onto welfare 
after their term is up. 

ANEQ will oppose this plan 

"with all our force," said 
Wheeland. 

According to Statistics 
Canada, approximately 379,000 
people are looking for work in 
Québec including 181,000 in 
, Montréal. 

Lévesque said those who 
would not participate in the new 
program would not have their 
welfare payments reduced, but 
their payments would not be in- 
creased. 

He also told the Montreal 
Gazette last week that he wants 
to "break the vicious circle" 
that links unemployment in- 
surance, welfare, and a tem- 
porary job. 



Jet-set profs

DeVoe, doing 
meningitis research, had with Professor Bruce Holbein 
stumbled on what he felt sure was a huge, immensely pro- 
fitable discovery. ^

Veteran Brad Held scored 2 
goals and added 1 assist to pace 
the Redmen to a 5-2 victory 
over Concordia before 556 
rabid McGill fans on Tuesday, 
November 15th. 

The triumph pole-vaulted 
McGill past Con U into first 
place in the QUAA standings. 

With only 1 win and 1 tie in 
their first 38 games versus Con- 
cordia, the Redmen have now 
beaten their cross-town rivals in 
2 consecutive games, including 
last year's thrilling 2-1 triumph. 

Stinger forward Kevin 
McGovern opened the scoring 
at 5:30 but McGill's Alain 
Robichaud countered with his 
14th goal in 14 games at 10:52. 

A red-hot Brad Field scored 
twice in the second stanza to 
give McGill a 3-1 lead. Field, 
who has been in overdrive since 
the QUAA season began, is 
fourth among league scorers 
with 7 goals and 6 assists. 

Rookies Mark Reade and Jim 
Chandik scored at 1:05 and 9:41 
of the final frame to give McGill 
a commanding 5-1 lead before 
Con U's Bob Martone respond- 
ed with a late goal to end the 
contest. 

Despite being outshot 18-6 in 
the last period (many of them 
long shots), McGill appeared to 
be toying with the Stingers. 

Coach Ken Tyler's intense 
two-man forechecking system 
proved to be extremely suc- 



cessful, most notably by the 
Ducharmc-Field-Beaucage trio 
who were on for 3 of the 4 even- 
strength goals. 

McGill's penalty-killing unit, 
after overcoming early season 
problems, effectively arrested 
all 7 Stinger power play oppor- 
tunities, including one two-man 
advantage. 

The taste of victory was 
especially sweet after the McGill 
team had suffered a 9-3 beating 
in Chicoutimi on Nov 11. 

In that game, McGill trailed 
6-0 before finding their legs 
after a tedious 6-hour bus trip. 

The conquest over Con U 
featured 180 Redmen "hits," 
including 21 by an inspired 
Gilles Hudon, 19 by Real Paie- 
ment, and 18 by a fired-up 
Mark Reade. "Dutchy" 
Ducharme consistently threw 
his weight around and, at one 
point, clocked a Stinger at 
center ice so hard that he is still 
wondering what truck hit him. 

Reflecting on the embarrass- 
ing loss to UQAC in combina- 
tion with the gratifying win over 
Con U, Redmen coach Tyler 
said, "I hope that we learned 
something from this game. 
After a loss, everyone has a list 
of 'don'ts' but nobody thinks 
about a list of 'do's* after a 
win". 

The Redmen will face Ottawa 
at the McConnell Winter 
Stadium this Friday night at 
7:30 p.m. 



Harvard scored the last two 
tries (and conversion) at the end 
of the second half. The game 
was held up several times by in- 
juries and the referee's com- 
ments. 

The tension of the game was 
offset by the social activities 
Friday and Saturday nights. 
Despite the apathy of the 



hosting team, the McGill team 
and fans had a great time in 
Cambridge. 

McGill may not have walked 
away with the game, but did 
manage to walk away with just 
about everything else!

Cagers fail Rhode test

Kott and off-shore profits

Irving Kott has bankrolled a lot of 
fledgling companies in the last decade. 
Subsequent bankruptcies for many of 
them have led to his financial gain. 
McGill University is a crucial part of 
Kott's latest stock promotion venture. 

McGill owns 1,000,000 shares in 
Devoc-Holbein International N.V., the 
company set up by McGill Micro- 
Biology Professors Irving Devoe and 
Bruce Holbein. The Company Prospec- 
tus emphasizes the "mutually profitable 
relationship with McGill which it expects 
to continue." With Kott's financing, the 
shares have doubled in value: from S 5 to 
$10 each. 

Samuel Freed man, Vice-Principal 
Academic said he fears McGill is involv- 
ed in a stock promotion scheme. He also 
said "shares in this type of company are 
highly speculative, only one in a thou- 
sand are successful." However Freed- 
man denied responsibility for McGill's 
present situation. 

McGill's side of this "mutually pro- 
fitable relationship" involves a wholly 
owned subsidiary (Devoe-Holbein 
Canada) of an American corporation 
(Devoe-Holbein Inc. U.S.) exploiting its 
resources, introducing secrecy into the 
academic environment, and creating 
conflicts of interest among professors in 
the Microbiology department (see story 
this page). 




Mystery man: Montréal financier Irving 
Kott is the man behind the DeVoe Hoi- 
bein companies. 

The 100,000 shares, a gift from the in- 
ternational company, may have been a 
way of appeasing the university, which 
had lost its rights to revenue from inter- 
national patenting of the Devoe-Holbein 
invention .developed in its laboratories. 
However, the stock's value may be in- 
flated and McGill's financial advisors do 
not even know if the University can sell 
its stock at all. 

According to the Vice-president of 
Bolton Tremblay, Michael Riddel, one 
of McGill's brokerage houses, "in the 
normal course of events I'm not sure 
that McGill would own this type of 
stock. McGill's is a conventional port- 
folio, Royal Bank, etc. McGill does not 
have any other stock of this sort." 

McGill's name has increased the 
credibility of the stock, which is trading 
over the counter in Amsterdam. Several 
McGill professors are on the company 
Board of Directors. V 
The Devoe-Holbein international 



company prospectus lists McGill pro- 
fessors Leo Yaffe and Jordan Ingram. 

The prospectus describes Dr. Leo 
Yaffe as "former Vice Principal for ad- 
ministration at McGill university and

research at Atomic 



Energy Canada Ltd." Yaffe is a fervent 
supporter of nuclear energy. Yaffe was 
unavailable for comment. 

A list of major stockholders includes 
Professors Devoe and Holbein, and two 
other large share holders: McHeath- 
S tanin Ltd. (225,000 shares), a Bermuda- 
based consulting company managed by 
G. Ross McPhee, and Shreiber 
Ltd.(21 5,000 shares). (The following in- 
formation is drawn from past issues of 
the Montréal Gazette and the Montreal 
Star). 

McPhee and Kott were charged in 
1979 with conspiracy to "deceive and 
defraud shareholders" in the Fallinger 
Mining case. Kott, using one of Mon- 
treal's best lawyers successfully appealed 
the charges in 1981. 

McPhee also led L.G. Forget and Co., 
liquidated in 1973 by the Québec 
Securities Commission, following an in- 
vestigation of the company's affairs. 
Forget, McPhee and Kott were defen- 
dants in an £8 million dollar fraud suit in 
1973. 

The Devoe-Holbein stock is 
speculative because of pending patent 
disputes and as of yet, no commercial 
applications have been proven. The big- 
gest threat to the future of Devoe- 
Holbein stock is the way it has been 
financed and the people who have 
financed it. 

Consider Irving Kott: 

• October 17th 1974: Irving Kott charg- 
ed for conspiracy to defraud investors, 
and creating an illusion of active public 
trading 

• Fcbuary 1975: Two investment com- 
panies controlled by Irving Kott 
declared bankrupt 

• May 28th 1976: Kott fined 500,000 for 
"persuading clients to buy stock and 
hold it for as long as possible." 

• Dec 23, 1978: Irving Kott ordered to 
repay $279,799 to a Montréal 
businessman 

Mystery offices 
Montreal corporations friendly with 
Kott have interesting connections to 
DcVoe-Holbdn stocks. Daily reporters 
visited the offices of Janus Corporation 
because telephone information gave 
their address, 1010 Sherbrooke West, 
Suite 20, as DeVoe-HoIbein (Canada) 
Inc.'s address. The receptionist refused 
to say whether Janus and DeVoe- 
Holbein ever shared an office, or what 
Janus corporation did. Mail for Lynne 
DeVoe, Irving DeVoe's wife, sat on the 
desk. 

Montreal Company Information, 
Quebec government company informa- 
tion, said Janus corporation was dissolv- 
ed in 1972, and re-incorporated in 
August 1982. 

DeVoe-HoIbein have moved to 2015 
Ped St., where employees refused to say 
what they were doing. 

One former DeVoe-Holbein (Canada) 
employee referred to the two companies 
as the "boiler-room boys." The defini- 
tion refers to companies which falsely 
compete against one another to bid up 
the price of their stock.

Microbiology Professors Irving Devoe 
and Bruce Holbein were working on 
their private money-making scheme long 
before their official private lab — 
Devoe-Holbein (Canada) Inc. — ap- 
peared on the McGill campus. 

In September 1981, DeVoe and Hol- 
bein formed Ferritech Inc. to research 
matters related to their invention. The 
two professors filed patent applications 
for an invention before November 1982, 
when they formed the company (Devoe- 
Holbein) which rents lab space at 
McGill. 

The chair of the Microbiology depart- 
ment has been in an ideal position to 
spend its slush fund." Departmental 
records show DeVoe liberally spent 
department money on bis project, 
though he repaid most of it. 

Devoe was given approximately 
$8,000 in National Science and 
Engineering Research (NSERQ grants 
earmarked as wages for 1983 graduate 
students. This money helps support 
about four graduate students. 

By the faU of 1983, DeVoe had only 
one graduate student, Joanne Mdhan- 
son, who was continuing his research in- 
to meningitis. However, when the Daily 
called Professor Murgita, acting 
chairperson and Melhanson's co- 
supervisor, Murgita's secretary said 
M elhanson was on the sixth floor in the 
company lab. 

DeVoe's NSERC money for research 
into bacterial cell division over the last 
three years totals $83,000. However, he 
has spent most of his time working on 
the invention. 

"The Research Council is perfectly 
aware of what DeVoe is doing," Gordon 
Madachlan said. "They ce rtainl y give 
you the freedom to change in 
midstream. 

Apart from federal funds, Madachlan 
said, "I gave DeVoe the funds to make 
this invention because I thought it was 
so exciting."

To develop the invention, DeVoe 
hired several people on federal money. 
One of them, DeVoe's wife Lynne, was 
hired in 1982 under her unmarried name 
on Holbein's $16,000 National Science 
and Engineering Research Council 
(NSERQ grant to work as a technician, 
sidestepping a nepotism charge. 
Whose discovery? 

Dr. Chung-Fai Yam, 'an organic 
chemist also hired by DeVoe, said in a 
long interview his job was to perfect the 
invention, "which I finished in three 
months." Yam said he then invented a 
far simpler and cheaper method of doing 
what the professors wanted. This, he 
said, was the real invention because it 
was cost-efficient enough to be 
marketed commercially. Yam, however, 
believes his name was not on the patent 
application for the invention. 

The excited professors rented a lab on 
the Lyman Duff (Microbiology) 
building's sixth floor to further research 
the invention. They got an American 
specialist to change the lab's locks. 
DeVoe and Holbein forbade admittance 
or contact between the employees and 
the rest of the microbiology staff. They 
took lab equipment including a cen- 
trifuge worth $20,000, behind the lab's 
locked doors. 

Credit, where credit is yon 

In October 1982, the professors ap- 
plied to patent their invention, not tell- 
ing Yam his name was not on it. In 
November that year they formed two 
companies: DeVoe-Holbein Inc., the 
U.S. parent firm, and DeVoe-Holbein 
(Canada) Inc. wholly American-owned, 
to rent space for research at McGill. 
They hired Yam on the company 
payroll, requesting he sign a highly 
restrictive secrecy agreement. The agree- 
ment requested "any and all inventions 
and improvements thereon which the 
employee may conceive or make during 
the period of his said employment 
whether or not conceived or made dur- 
ing regular office hours ...or may 
become the subject of the employers' in- 
vestigations... shall become the sole and 
exclusive property of the employer." 



Yam refused to sign. 
The company has hired thirteen other 
people in the lab. None are chemists, 
since DeVoe hires people he knows are 
loyal, like his son, Scott, and not ex- 
perience people. This group of 
microbiologists and family members are 
working on "pure chemistry" several 
sources said. The lab works with 17 dif- 
ferent radioactive isotopes. 

Following reports of at least three 
serious radioactive spills in the lab, the 
Joint Hospitals Commission Radiation 
Protections Service conducted an in- 
vestigation. The director, Jean-Pierre 
Govin, told the Daily "everything is 
almost normal in the (sixth floor) lab." 
He said he made a routine presentation 
to professors on safety precautions. But 
one microbiology professor said there 
had not been a presentation like that in 
the department in five years. 

Meanwhile, DeVoe-Holbein (Canada) 
Inc. added at least one and possibly 
three departmental secretaries to its 
payroll, while they remained in the 
university's employ. One, Micheline 
Marano, in a letter written April 29, 
1983, appears as a secretary to whom 
company business should be addressed. 
A microbiology professor who asked 
that his name not be used said, "you 
wonder whether you need six secretaries 
to run an operation this size." 
Disposable grad students 
DeVoe once had five graduate 
students. Now he has one: Johanne 
Mdanson. One of them, Brian Loggie 
got kicked out of the microbiology 
department by DeVoe and Holbein for 
talking to the Gazette, and did not want 
to talk to the Daily. Katherine Simenson 
once worked under DeVoe, but switched 
to professor Fred Archibald last winter. 
Her tutelage under DeVoe "simply 
wasn't working out," Archibald told the 
Daily. "DeVoe became too busy with his 
company." 

The Faculty of Medicine gave DeVoe 
a lot of leeway in both his academic 
research and his business affairs. DeVoe 
responded by giving the universities a lot 
of shares in the companies he set up. 

Sometime in October DeVoe-Holbein 
and McGill found out Montreal Gazette 
reporter David Wimhurst knew what 
was going on in the Microbiology 
department. October 28th, the day 
before the newspaper published the 
story there was a meeting in the office of 
the editor, Mark Harrison. Accounts 
differ on who proposed the meeting. 

"The editor of the Gazette had an 
agreement with professors DeVoe and 
Holbein about the story that was going 
to be written. ..this was not the universi- 
ty," said Vice-principal Research Gor- 
don Maclachlan. 

Taking stock 

While McGill owns 125,000 shares in 
DeVoe-Holbein Inc. and 100,000 shares 
in DeVoc-HoIbcin International, finan- 
cial analysts suspect the total paper 
value of stock in the American firm is 
S 1250, and suspect the international 
stocks are overpriced at $10 each (see 
story this page). 

The university over-rode provisions in 
its patent policy by accepting the stock 
instead of direct revenue. Thus they will 



miss out on the share of money from 
patenting overseas, stipulated in the pa- 
tent policy. 

"The university was quite disturbed 
by Mr. Wimhurst's allegations. ..the 
university, the Gazette editor, and the 
Gazette had a meeting. The meeting was 
at Mark Harrison's request, though," 
said Dean of Medicine Richard Cruess. 

"DeVoe and Holbein insisted on go- 
ing to the Gazette office to read the arti- 
cle—the university was not making a 
representation to the Gazette at that 
meeting," said Vice-principal Academic 
Samuel Freed m an. 

Harrison said DeVoe called him a few 
weeks before the story was printed ask- 
ing to be contacted if the story were 
printed. 

The Dutch connection 
Meanwhile, DeVoe flew to Holland 
Nov. 11 with Maclachlan' s blessings on a 
one-year leave of absence. The chairper- 
son "has decided he should take a one- 
year's leave of absence without pay," 
Maclachlan said. "It's a very exciting in- 
vention — he's going to Europe to look 
at a prototype of it." 
Holbein is also in Holland this week.

"It has been scientifically 
proven..." 

This oft heard phrase has 
been used to substantiate many 
an argument. Science in fact, 
uncontestable and totally objec- 
tive, right? 

Wrong. According to Alex 
Brett, researcher of animal 
resource ecology at the Univer- 
sity of British Columbia, 
science is never objective. Brett, 



lecturing to a women's studies 
class, stated science always 
comes from a cultural context. 

In biology, "normal" male 
and female behaviour is rooted 
in the bias of the male scientific 
perspective. Brett used the ex- 
ample of the way in which the 
gamete is described. The gamete 
is the sexual reproductive ele- 
ment in either sex of any 
species. In the male, it's the 
sperm; in the female, .the egg.

describe the male as having an 
"active gamete" and the 
female's as "passive." 

"Why not refer to the egg as 
energy rich and the sperm as 
energy deficient? It's just as 
valid a description," said Brett. 

Brett feels our cultural view 
of the sexes is based on biased 
biologid evidence. 

"Basically, we all study what 
we are interested in and find 
what we look for." She claims 
this was the case with Darwin. 
Darwin's theories couldn't help 
but be influenced by the Vic- 
torian milieu he lived in. "Vic- 
torian society was full of str- 
ingent guidelines as to what was 
acceptable male and female 
behaviour," said Brett. 

The male of any species is 
supposed to be agressive, 
strong, and have the ability to 
mate often. The female should 
be "discriminatingly passive" 
and display a certain amount of 
"coyness. Through the evolu- 
tionary process, as described by 
Darwin, these have been the 
necessary traits of the sexes," 
said Brett. 

Women should be especially 
wary of "scientific fact," Brett 
claims. She feels we whould be 
questioning how the new 
reproductive technology and the 
experimentation with an ar- 
tificial uterus will affect 
women. There are dangerous 
theories, backed by "scientific 
evidence," such as the notion 
that rape is pre-programmed 
behaviour. Genetic behaviour in 
fact requires further critical ex- 
amination.

: If there's one trait that distinguishes Mon- 
tréal rock fans from other North American 
fans, it's their steadfastly loyal and powerful 
support for their chosen idols, often before 
these stars have established themselves in 
North America (e.g. Chris de Burgh), or even 
long after these icons have fallen from public 
grace in the rest of the continent (e.g. 
Genesis). 

! Usually these mega-celebrities are from 
overseas. There are exceptions to this rule, 
especially within the French Canadian scene, 
which has nurtured such local heroes as Robert 
Charlebois or Beau Dommage, but by and 
large, with special severity on the English- 
language circuit, the last several years have 
created a remarkably stagnant local music life. 

This dead-end approach is repeated on a 
smaller scale in the new-wave scene. Fans are 
willing to pay over $10 for whomever the 
British papers like, while local "alternative" (it 
is a fairly meaningless label but it'll have to do) 
bands go unheard. 

If there were popular support for a Montréal 
band, they would get signed. But they don't. 
Gerard Van Herk, singer/guitarist with 
homegrown sludgeabilly duo Deja Voodoo, 
blames "the English Canadian attitude of 'I'm 
not going to listen to it unless it comes to me 
from New York.' " 

Buy this record 

All this is reason enough for paying $3 to 
pick up From Montreal, a sampler EP with 
seven songs by four Montréal bands. 

Beyond supporting local culture. From 
Montréal is worth the money because it is, at 
least to these cynical ears, up to par with the 
best of international new-wave. 

The four groups — the funky Condition, 
Deja Voodoo, the post-punk extremists the 
American Devices, and the neo-psychedelic 
Terminal Sunglasses — all fall under the ban- 
ner of new music. 

That's where the similarities end. One of the 
great things about this EP is its diversity of 
style. 

My favourite is Deja Voodoo who play 
rough, minimalist-to-the-extreme dance 
music; the line-up consists simply of a drum set 
sans cymbals and a single guitar. 

Van Herk is emphatic about Deja Voodoo 
not being a rockabilly group. 

"What's the difference between being a 
rockabilly group and being a heavy metal 
band except that you can dance to rockabilly. 
It's going out and aping a different dead style. 
Pick your dead style and go for it. 



"I've got this image of the Stray Cats being 
hit with these beam-me-up-Scotty things and 
ending up at a sock-hop in '56. No one would 
notice, no one would pay attention. 'Oh good, 
nice new band. You guys like Gene Vincent?' 

"If we got beamed back to '56, we'd get put 
in a fucking mental institution. 'Jim, lock these 
guys up.' 

"We went out and got our own fucking label 
so that people could live easier and we're 
sludgeabilly. Makes it easier for journalists. 

"We call it bop and sludge sometimes too. 
Drums that are beaty and danceable. You 
throw in guitar, that Tony (Dewald — the 
drummer) has described as half- congealed 
jello, filling in all the holes with fuzzy guitar 
sound and echoey, vaguely rockabilly-treated 
vocals over the top (but not rockabilly soun- 
ding) and you throw it all together and it 
sounds like.... sludgeabilly." 

Sludge takes on hard edge 

Does self-description suffice as review? 

The three Deja Voodoo songs on the EP, So- 
meone in my House, Rock Therapy and, 
Cemetary, are all pure, minimalist rockers 
with witty lyrics. None is as funny as their first 
single Monsters in my Garage, but they all 
sludge along just as danceably. 

The American Devices' instrumental 
Hitler was a Jew (stupid tide aside) is a fierce 
and very fast mixture of late 60's psychedelic 
keyboards and punk barrage that boils over in- 
to an anarchic success. The Devices are one of 
Montréal'* most experimental rock bands and 
their extreme approach succeeds on this track. 
Having seen the Devices a few times, I would 
say this was a good choice because it captures 
the best of their live sound. 

At their toughest, the American Devices 
and Deja Voodoo achieve a hard punk sound 

— using the word 'punk' in its loosest and most 
positive sense — operating at a gut level 
unheard of outside the hardcore scene. 

Condition is steeped in twisted funk — sort- 
of a less manic James White and the Blacks 

— and they come up with the most swinging 
rhythm on the record. They're basically in- 
strumental with deadpan comments inserted 
occasionally. 

Prize for funniest song tide goes to Ter- 
minal Sunglasses and their Velvet 
Underground/fast-psychedelic song My Cat 
Got Run Over by a Bus. It's an upbeat update 
of late 60 's subculture sound plus 1983 
style/speed. 

! None of these'groups sound terribly "profes- 
sional" partly because the production is less 
than state-of-the-art, but also because they

sound like young musicians who just do it 
because they enjoy it. Records like this get 
closer than most to what is at the heart of 
rock'n'roll. That is, (to paraphrase Lester 
Bangs), if this music isn't about real emotion 
and feeling, then it has no point. 

I've been listening to an extraordinary 
amount of garbage over the last few months, 
basically what the majors have been churning 
out and sending over to student newspapers as 
bribes for free advertising. OG, an indepen- 
dent local label, has put out Condition and 
Deja Voodoo cassettes prior to this compila- 
tion. From Montreal is the best record I've 
heard in several months. 

Rock theory /rock therapy 
"Record companies, especially the majors, 
have been such assholes for the last 15 years 
that it's finally beginning to catch up with 
them," says Van Herk. 

"They're not losing all this money cause of 
hometaping, they're losing it because they've 
been stuck in the mud, as far as signing people 
goes. People are buying indies (independent 
labels). People are not buying records anymore 
because no one is putting out the stuff they 
want to' hear. People have better things to do 
with their money; they can go play PacMan for 
four days straight. The majors have got their 
heads up their asses." 

We talked about the Payola scandal of the 
early *60's when the U.S. government per- 
manendy broke up the previously common 



practice of bands and independent distributors 
paying to have their records played on the 
radio. The government clamped down from 
pressure by the conservative anti-rock lobby. 

"Before the Payola scandal, 2/3 of the top- 
ten rock'n'roll records were on indies. When 
you're a major, it's the same thing as not pay- 
ing taxes when you're rich, you don't have to 
worry about being hit with Payola because you 
have lawyers who can tell you how to do Payola 
without getting caught for it. Whereas the in- 
dies have to go out and buy their cocaine or 
whatever. 

"I wouldn't be in favour of pay for play but 
the majors were suggesting that without Payola 
there was free choice in terms of radio stations 
— which was never the case." 

Get funny 

On a more serious note, seeing as Deja 
Voodoo are easily the funniest band in this 
burgh, I asked Van Herk what he thought was 
funny in rock. 

"Everything's a joke but that doesn't mean 
it's funny. Anything that takes itself seriously, I 
suppose. Some of the 60's stuff, old folk music 



etc.; you look back on it and say 'did these peo- 
ple really mean it — come on.' " 

And the Ramones suggested the unsupec- 
ting interviewer. 

"I don't like their humour. I don't like their 
political line. It's not that much of a joke with 
them. Johnny (Ramone) grew up in military 
school. I bought their first couple of albums 
and had a good time and everything 
but... (pause, then says loudly)... they can just 
fuck off now. 

"Beat on the Brat. There's a lot of violence. 
Stupid sexism. Stupid fascism. As opposed to 
smart sexism (laughs). I don't know, or smart 
fascism. 

"I was reading the TV guide late-night 
movie listings and there was an ad for this 
movie where the CIA and neo-Nazis try to cap- 
ture the secret plans from the enemy. 

"I said, fuck, who's the enemy?"

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Pop promotes violence against women

"White girls they're pretty fun- 
ny/Somct-mcs they drive me mad/Black 
girls just want to get fucked all night/I 
don't have that much jam." So sing Mick 
jagger and the boys on their album Some 
Girls. It's the kind of lyric that leaves 
Alix Dobkin cold. 

Dobkin, an American singer- 
wngwriter, spoke at Université de 
Quebec à Montreal, about representa- 
tions of women in the Top 40 and mass 
media. 

She is best known for her songs on les- 
bian love, pride in woman hood, and the 
joys of female bonding. Dobkin is able to 
dig deeply into herself and offer up emo- 
tion and experience without making it 
self conscious or maudlin. 

Showing slides of album covers, 
reproductions of song lyrics, and taped 
music, Dobkin outlined in her lecture, 
the systematic sexism, racism, and objec- 
tification of women in pop music. 

Participants in the conference were 
visibly shocked by the images presented. 
There were pictures of rape, murder, and 
mock slavery. Many of them promoted 
the idea of black men as rapists or 
overlords to white little girls dressed in 
provocative clothing. 

The danger in this kind of mentality is 
that pop music attracts one of the most 
conservative and conventional segment of 
the population — teenagers. Dobkin 
claims that they fall for messages. Sexual 
performance is emphasised, conformity 
to group standards vis à vis the "Rock 'n 
Roll life style" is stressed, and myths are 
propagated. 

J Perhaps most flagrant of the 
misogynistic mass media devices was the 
promouon engineered by Warner/ Elec- 
tra/ Asylum Records for die Sones album, 
Black and Blue. Billboards depicted a 
bruised woman bound and gagged sitting 
on what appears to be the album itself. 
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The accompanying slogan read: "I'm 
Black and Blue from the Rolling Stones 
and I love it." 

Dobkin pointed out that battered 
women do not in real life appear sexy, 
feisty, eager, or ready for action. 

Women's groups and the record comp- 
nay battled over the billboard for several 
years. WEA agreed to change its policy 
and to stop promoting violence after a 
series of feminist boycotts. 

But some things never change. The 
Rolling Stones new album contains a 
single, She (Was Hot), about a sex 
hungry black woman. On the subject, 
Keith Richards said, "There are black 
chicks in the world, you know. I think it 
would be more racist to ignore the fact." 
Said Dobkin, "These are the guys who 
want to come to your 'Emotional 
Rescue'." 

It is not surprising that misogynists at- 
titudes come from groups like the Stones, 
icons of what is commonly called "cock- 
rock." What is surprising is that people as 
mainstream as the oh-so-mellow Billy Joel 
have added to the lies. Joel, said Dobkin, 
is one of the worst woman haters. He was 
the creator of gems like, "I don't want 
clever conversations...! want you just the 
way you are." 

Dobkin said the best way to cope with 
the problem is to be vigilant: "Talk back;: 
to your T.V., your, radio, your stereo. 
Respond to what these little scenarios are 
saying to you. If you enter a shop and a 
display offends you, tell the owner. If you 
hdear a song on the radio that you don't 
like, phone the radio station and tell 
them." 

Dobkin denied she was pro-censorship. 
"My point is to encourage you to develop 
your own opinions and to be aware of 
what is coming through when you aren't 
listening.

Amadeus production mordant

The title of the play Amadeus is 
»mewhat misleading because it isn't real- 
ly about Mozart at all, but about his 
rival, Antonio Salieri. The first words we 
«ar in the play tell' us that Salieri 
murdered Mozart. The rest of the show is 
? long reminiscence on the last night of 
Salieri's life as he tells us what really hap- 
pened. 

. We are taken back to 1781. to the ar- 
rival of Wolfgang Amadeus Mozart in 
Vienna. Salieri is the chief composer at 
imperial court. He is a man of 
mediocre talent, but his greatest desire is 
|° go down in history as one of the great 
Italian composers. 

: For yean Mozart has been the toast of 
Eur ope and the court of Joseph II is 
pgttly awaiting his arrival. Whatever his 
■nwical talent however, Mozart is still a 
ch 'Id emotionally, and he shocks the 
court by his vulgar behavior. But his 
"'"sic is magnificent. Salieri, who has 
F*n. Padding away at his tedious little 
compositions for years, recognizes the 
! 101 Mozart for the genius he is, and sees 
11 « a divine insult. He vows to have his 
^enge on God, and sets out to destroy 
ozart, God's instrument on earth. 



The role of Salieri is one that most ac- 
tors would kill to have, and Albert 
Millaire, one of the grand old men of 
Québec theater, plays it to the hilt. He is 
a superb comedian, with magnificent 
timing. He acts with his whole body, his 
face, his hands: everything is Salieri. In 
Millaire's interpretation. Salieri is both 
angry and ironic about being trumped 
musically by the genius-jerk Mozart. He 
will have the audience howling with 
laughter one moment and then all of a 
sudden let out a loud cry that shows the 
pain beneath the surface. 

There is one scene in this play that I 
will remember for a long time. It is night, 
and Salieri is at home, reading the score 
•from one of Mozart's compositions. Sud- 
denly, we hear what he is reading, and 
the Kyrie from the Great Mass in C Minor 
fills the theater. Salieri is transfixed by 
the beauty of the music, and gradually 
melts back onto the stage. One by one the 
pages fall from his hands and he falls to 
the floor in a pool of blinding light, the 
pages of Mozart's music surrounding him 
like a glowing crown. It is a scene that 
would seem ridiculous in a production 
less intelligent than this one, but here it 
works completely, and sent shivers up my 



spine. 

Salieri overshadows all the other 
characters in the production, but Mozart, 
and his fiance Constance are also impor- 
tant, and are well played by Hubert 
Gagnon and Markka Boies. Something 
within me balks at the idea that Mozart_ 
was really quite the nerd this play makes 
him out to be, but it works well in the 
context of the show. Gagnon manages to 
bring a bit of nobility to the character of 
Mozart that makes him more palatable. 
Boies seems more comfortable with her 
character in the first act when she is all 
frills and giggles, than in the second when 
she has to be a bit stronger — but it was a 
good performance all the same. 

As in the other Peter Shaffer plays I 
have seen (Equus, The Royal Hunt Of 
The Sun), the settings of Amadeus are 
kept fairly simple. Frequent prop changes 
and differences in lighting are used to 
denote change of scene. At the back of 
the stage, three ornate arches with cur- 
tains drawn aside, reveal the imperial 
court, the streets of Vienna, or the back 
of a theater. Yet for all the simplicity of 
the set, this still comes across as a very 
luxurious production because of the 
lavish costumes (by Mérédith Caron). and 



the ingenious lighting (by Michel 
Beaulieu). It was directed by Olivier 
Reichenbach, Montreal's answer to 
Harold Prince. 

The only reservation I have about this 
play is that there doesn't seem to be too 
much beneath the surface. There is a 
great deal of talent displayed, both in the 
production and in Shaffer's play, but 
when I was running it over in my head 
afterwards I realized that I hadn't been 
left with much except a few arresting im- 
ages and a feeling of having had a good 
time. There was no sense of having been 
nourished spiritually or moved emo- 
tionally, the feelings which, ideally, 
should come from seeing a great play. 

But it was an enchanting, entertaining 
evening all the same, and there aren't too 
many enchanting evenings available these 
days. This is the sort of production that 
people are referring to when they speak of 
the "magic of theater".
